Chicago. Dec. 15.—The western rail- 


roads have appealed to United States 
Commissioner jof Labor Charles P 
Nelll and to Chairman Martin Knapp 
of the Interstate commerce commission 
to act as mediators in the wage con- 
troversy between the railroads and the 
Brotherhood ot" Locomotive Engineers 
This v;as learned today from an "a 
thoritative source. 


This action on the part of the sixty- 


one railroads operating south, west and 
north of Chicago, which have had thf 
questlon of wages up for discussion 
with the engineers, followed tho re- 
fusal of- the latter to accept the offer 
.of 9% per cent'Increase over the old 
scale. 


Demands Already Cut One-Third. 
When the original conference was 


held the engineers' demands approxi- 
mated an Increase of 27 per cent of 
the old wage scale. During the nego- 
tiations Ithls was brought down to ap- 
proximately 17 per cent Increase anc 
the railroads, through the managers 
association, offered an Increase of 9% 
per cent. Here the matter hung while 
the englneera took a strike vote. This 
was announced recently by President 
Warren 9. Stone a* 97.6 in favor of a 
strike. 


Notwithstanding this vote the rail- 


roads repeated their offer of 914 per 
cent Increase and upon the refusal ol 
tho englnee'rs -to accept this' the rail- 
roads today decided to appeal to the 
officials Indicated as mediators, under 
the Brdman act. 


OUT IN COLORADO 


Half a Score of Men Are 


Entombed in Burning 


Coal Mine. .. 


HAVE SMALL CHANCE 


Denver. Col.. Dec. IB.—With chances 


against their being rescued alive, ten 
men arc Imprisoned today in the mine 
of the Leyden Coal company at Ley- 
den, 
fourteen miles west t>t here. No 


2 shaft, through which the men must 
come if rescued. Is on fire. Apparently 
the mine. Is full of gas as a rabbit 
placed In a. box was lowered six feel 
In the shaft for twenty minutes and 
brought out ' dead. The air 
com- 


pressor, tipple and hoist of the mine 
have been burned, making It Impossi- 
ble to clear out the gas. 
The fire 


started from an electric spark from a 
motor. 
This caused an explosion and 


the timbering of the shaft was soon 
blazing fiercely. There has been 
strike on at the mine for some time 
and the entombed men were engaged 
In cleaning up the property. 


TWO TAKEN OUT ALIVE. 


Cincinnati. Ohio, Dec. 15.—Two ot 


the thirteen 
men entombed by the 


double mine -explosion 
at Tacoma, 


Va.. yesterday In- which ten lives were 
lost, emerged from the workings to- 
day In fairly good physical condition, 
according to a special to the Times- 
Star from' Bluefield, W. Va. 
They 


told a dramatic story of the desperate 
struggle to prolong life under ground 
and how a. small hole in an air pipe 
saved them while their comrades per- 
ished. 


G. E. Leapman and John Swete are 


the survivors o£ that struggle In tho 
dark. When the explosion took, pla^e 
they rushed for the air shaft. 
J''lnti- 


ing exit impossible they grasped a 
sledge hammer and %vith it broke 11 
hole In a small air pipe. By .placing 
their mouths close' to this hole they 
obtained sufficient oxygen to keep the 
deadly gases formed by the explosion 
away from their lungs. 
Unable to 


leave this scanty supply of air they 
were forced to watch the unavailing 
struggle of other workmen to reach 
the spot. 
Staggering blindly through 


the encompassing gases 
the strug- 


gling men fell In some instances witn- 
n a few feet of Leapman and Swete, 
but neither could aid the others. 


The only living thing about them 


when they left their refuge today ;o 
seek the outer air was a mule. How 
the animal managed to escape suffo- 
jatlon is a mystery, but it appeared 
Ittle the 
worse 
for 
Its experience, 


when Leapman and Swete led It from 
the mine. 


Two other men were found alive by 


the rescuers. 
They were In another 


part of the mine where tho air was 
jlentlful. 
They were so terribly In- 


ured, however, that they 'cannot Hv-?. 
Sight men were found smothered to 
death near the air pipe, which saved'] 
the llvos of Leapman and Swete.

Simultaneous Raids Made 


in Smaller Cities

Chicago. Dec. 15.—United States se- 


cret service officials today raided the 
offices of the Capital Investment com- 
pany as a bucket shop. The main ollice 
and four of its branches were visited 
a.id papers and records 
confiscated. 


Sidmon McHie is said by federal offi- 
cers to be chief owner of the company 
He is believed to be in Florida. 


Charles F. De Woody, head of the 


secret service of the. department o! 
justice, had charge of the raiders who 
swept into the Rookery building in the 
heart of the financial district and cre- 
ated considerable excitement. A war 
rant has boon secured for the arrest o! 
McHie by' the government officials. 


Raids in Other Places. 


As soon as the contents of the office 


had'been secured, a telegram from Au- 
rora and one from Joliet. both in Illi- 
nois, 
announced 
that 
simultaneous 


raids there had been successful from 
the government's standpoint, many pa- 
pers and records being, seized there 
also. 


The firm is said to have 330 branches 


In the middle west and to have done 
an extensive business In the buying 
and selling of stocks. Although gov- 
ernment officials were non-commltta' 
after the raid, they Identified their ef- 
forts as "part of the general move 
ment 
to 
stop 
gct-rlch-qulck 
con- 


cerns." 


Place is Cleantd. 


Thirty 
policemen and

agents of the department of Justice 
made the raid.

States mails to defraud. "This marks 
about the end of the so-called 'bucket 
shop' raids." said Mr. DeWoody after 
the raid. 
"This wan about the last 


large concern suspected. 
This com- 


pany had branches In Illinois,.Indiana. 
Iowa. Michigan. Wisconsin. Ohio and 
Missouri 
and 
other 
states. 
The 


branches went by different names, but 
they received their quotations 
from 


the main office." 


The sin-cine letter named In the 


complaint Is therein declared to have 
been mailed Dec. 8, 1910, to Alex F.

W. Butler, secretary of the board of 
state charities has prepared for the 
forthcoming annual report of the board 
.1 report on the results of the indeter- 
minate sentence law In Indiana. It is 
understood an effort will be made to 
repeal this law in the coming session 
of the general assembly. 
On Sept. SO 


the close of the fiscal year covered by 
the report the lau- had been in oper- 
ation thirteen and one-half years. In 


j that time F>,(i!)0 persons were paroled 
under its provisions. 
Of these. Fi.Sln 


were men ami 175 women. Of all this 
number 28 per cent proved delinquent 
during their parole period, which, un- 
der the law. is at Iea.st one year. 


Some Have Died. 


Of the total number paroled. 103 or 


two per cent died; 3.160 or fifty-five 
per cent server! sri'.irfnetorily the full 
parole period and received their final 
discharge: 
the sentences of 444 or 


eight per cent, expired during the pa- 
role period and S97 or nine per cent 
were reported to the pnroie officials at 
the lime the report by Mr. Butler was 
compiled. 
These 
paroled 
persons 


earned for themselves during their pa- 
role periods, an aggregate of $1.540,- 
310.55 and spent $l,26S.fsn.6G, Jeavlng 
a saving of J274.J22.9!1. 
The averag< 


saving is thus $48.17. 


"The Indeterminate sentence law has 


not only .been a great encouragement 
to those who have gone out and a help 
to those who have proved true to the 
trust imposed in them." said Mr. But- 
ler, "but it has also been of great as- 
sistance in the administration ot* pris- 
ons operating under it. 


Effect on Discipline. 


"The improvement In 
administra- 


tion discipline and conditions has been 
as great as has been the better show- 
Ing in results. 
It has been demon- 


strated again and again that the in- 
determinate sentence and parole laws 
can be administered under the merit 
system only and that where Institu- 
tions are 
conducted on the "spoils 


system there Is failure. 
It will be re- 


membered that the Indiana, law and 
practice were used us a basis for dis-

at

THE GREAT SUITS 


Supreme Court Ruling on 


Conspiracy May Have ' 


a Bearing. 


OPINION IN DEMAND 


Washington, Dec. 15.—Coming on the 


eve of the argument of the dissolu- 
tion suits against the Standard OH and 
the tobacco corporations the decision 
last Monday by the supreme court of 
the United States that a conspiracy 
under the Sherman anti-trust law may 
be a "continuing offense" has aroused 
new Interest In the forthcoming legal 
contest. 


The court delivered this decision in 


the Kissel case. Almost Immediately 
after Justice Holmes announces the 
conclusion of the court, requests began 
to pour In for copies of the decision. 


Was In Both Big Suits. 


While the question of a conspiracy 


under the Sherman anti-trust law be- 
ing "continuing" did not become the 
leading Issue, In either the Standard 
Oil or the 
tobacco corporations, It 


figured In the argument In 'both cases. 
It was more prominent in the Standard 
Oil suit. Just what effect the Kissel 
decision will have on the presentation 
of the cases to the court Is a matter 
of much speculation among corpora- 
tion lawyers. It Is said that the de- 
cision may have an appreciable ef- 
fect on the argument as to what 
weight should be given the acts of the 
corporations before the Sherman anti- 
trust act was passed. In the first ar- 
guments of the Standard Oil case, 
counsel for that corporation contend- 
ed that the alleged rebates and alleged 
unlawful 
exclusion 
of 
competitors 


from the trade were not to be con- 
sidered because they could not be vio- 
lations of a law not In existence. 


Decision Was Hurried Out. 


On the other hand, the representa- 


tive* of the government argued that 
these allegations were very material 
that they showed the "continuation of 
the alleged conspiracy formed In 1870 
and brought It down to the time of the 
operation of the act." 


It has been suggested that the court 


may have completed Its consideration 
of the Kissel case with more than or- 
dinary speed In order to get the hold- 
Ing before the country for the guid- 
ance on counsel In arguing the bit cor- 
poration cases.

The function of whalebone in the life 
of 
the 
whale is ot primary impor- 


tance. The inner edges of the whale- 
bone plates are frayed Into innurrter- 
able hair-like processes, and the whole 
forms a sort of sieve by means of 
which the whale sifts out Its food from 
the sea water. For the food of this 
gigantic creature consists 
chiefly of 


minute 
organisms, 
crustacea, 
mol- 


luscs, etc.. floating near the surface. 
When the whale opens its mouth and 
moves along a great multitude of these 
iind their way in. Then it closes its^1 
mouth, and the water is strained out 
through the whalebone sieve, and the 
food is retained. 


The common uses of whalebone are 


knov.-n to very one, but Dr. Scharff 
mentions two which are probably not 
generally known. The flne internal 
fringes above mentioned are now em- 
ployed in the making 
of barristers' 


wigs. They are light, and it is found 
that they retain curl better than any 
ordinary hair. 


Fine whalebone threads 
are also 


sometimes used to stiffen the tissus 
in high-class silks. The other impor- 
tant use of the whale is in the produc- 
tion of oil. A full-grown right whale 
may have a thicknes* of one foot of 
blubber beneath the skin, and a large 
specimen may yield thirty barrels of 
oil. 
Every particle of the carcasses 


of the whales captured in the Irish 
fisheries is utilized, and in addition to 
oil and whalebone, cattle food, guano 
and bone manure are obtained.

LOUISIANA'S SULPHUR MINE. 


Largest One Known and Principal 


Source "of World's Supply. 


(Xcw York Sun.) 


It seems rather orld that so familiar 


a substance as sulphur should be found 
In paying quantities in very few locull- 
tles.- According to the Logical Point 
It Is now principally supplied to the 
world from one jnlnc, located In Cal 
coslou parish, Louisiana. 


Until five years ago Sicily was tho 


chief source of supply, but since the 
discovery and perfection ot the pat 


ented process employed In the Louisi- 
ana deposit, the Sicilian mines have 
forfeited their monopoly of the sulphur 
production of the w<|rld- 


Sulphur was discovered In the south- 


western part of Louisiana in 185S, while 
drilling a well for oil. but no nolle* 
was taken o: Its valuo until after the 
civil war, when several unsuccessful 
attempts were made to sink a shaft to 
the sulphur deposits. It Is the largest 
sulphur mine in the world, tha sulphur 
production of SfCily coming from some 
700 mines. 


In 1870 a French 
company began 


work on an enormous scale to sink an 
eleven-foot shaft to the dcptelt—500 
feet beneath the surface. li was neces- 
sary to havo cast In France tho rings 
to be used for the caisson, as no foun- 
dries In the United States urc capable 
of making satisfactory castings of tho 
dimensions reuulred. 


These were eleven feet In diameter 


and 
five feet 'long. 
Each castlns 


weighed seven and one-halt tons- 
A 


conservative estimate places Ihe cosi 
<it transportation alone on tho material 
and machinery brought to the mine lo- 
cation nt $300.000. This company never 


reached a sufficient fleptb to Insert any! 
of the cast iron rings. 


Several attempls were made by other 


companies and altogether three or four 
million dollar* wero sunk In the mine. 
But while all of these attempts to se- 
cure the sulphur by shaft mining failed 
the subject was discussed In the scien- 
tific papers ana came to the notice of 
Herman Frasch. a scientist who had 
some years previously Invented a pro- 
cess for desulphurizing Lima oil. a task 
on which the government* of several 
European nations had chemists 
at 


work for years. 


This process was eventually sold to 


the Standard Oil company, as It had 
anticipated tho successful attempt to 
desulphurize the oil commercially and 
had In storage 25.000,000 barrels of 
Lima oil. for which It had paid four- 
teen cents a barrel as It was good only 
for fuel previous to the Invention of 
Mr. Frasch. which not only desulphur- 
ized the oil In commercial Quantities 
but tho process added practically no 
extra expense In refining. 


It Is o. significant 
fact that th 


Standard Oil company today uses th 
same process In almost every detail. 


Mr. Frasch was Induced to try his In- 
ventive genius on the0u>I>hur problem. 
The success with which his effort was 
rewarded Is best told In stating that 
he assessment of the mine in 1910 
was $4,664,000.

pure( the average test bedng 99.8 per 
cent.) contains not a trace of either 
selenium or arsenic, both of which are 
very

cheaper pyrites, on account of there 
being absolutely no danger of arsenic 
poisoning, as might bo tho case If py- 
rites was used.

PROF. HAYS HAS PLAN 


"Washington. Dec. 14.—Emphasizing 


the Importance ot developing a syste- 
matic scheme of country-life educa- 
tion, in line with suggestions made at 
the church conservation congress, held 
this week In Hntingdon. Pa.. 
Prof. 


Willet II. Hays, assistant secretary of. 
.griculture. advocates the consolidation 
of country schools. 


The 
plan 
proposed by 
Professor i 


Hays provides Ihat most of the 300.000 I 
one-room rural schools 
be grouped i 


Into about 40.000 schools, conserving 
and increasing the efficiency. 
Besides 


other innovations, he also favors a 
chair for sports or recreation In agri- 
cultural colleges. 


Enlarging on his ideas for the up- 


lift of country life. Professor Hays, In 
an interview, says: 


"The congress of 1862. in passing 


the homestead law. provided for eight 


ten million farms, each with its 


farm 
manager and 
its farm-home 


manager. For each of these to be suc- 
cessful, it was seen that nil of the 
20.000.000 must 
be technically edu- 


cated 
The congress of 1882 also 


passed a law establishing the Unite..! 
States department of agriculture, and 
later provided for state experimental 
stations. This was done in order that, 
by experimentation and 
research, a 


body of technical knowledge might be 
devised that would enable these 20.- 
000.000 farmers nnd wives to do their 
-work scientifically and efficiently. 


Taking Science to Farmer. 


"But besides these things, the con- 


gress of 186: passed a third law. estab- 
lishing in each state a college of agri- 
culture. 
The first law provided the 


farms: the second law the science, and 
the third law established a means of 
taking this science to the farmer. 


"There has been $",0.000.000 expended 


In agricultural research. The agricul- 
tural colleges have devised _n system 
of pedagogy to take this knowledge 
to all farm youth. There Is a national 
system of fifty state colleges, and a 
number of states have a circuit of ag- 
ricultural 
high 
schools in each ten 


counties. or 
congressional 
district. 


And now many counties are establish- 
ing 
systems 
of 
consolidated 
rural 


schools, with twenty to thirty con- 
solidated elementary and high schools 
throughout the entire county." 


But rrofessnr Hays does not believe 


the work that hap been done In the 
p.-ist Is sufficient. He believe in a. sys- 
tematic si'hemc of country school edu- 
cation throughout. , 


"Besides preparing teachers In the 


fifty 
state agricultural colleges for 


lower schools," he declares, "tho 150 
stnto 
normal 
schools 
should 
be 


eulpped to prepare teachers to Inskruet 
In agriculture and home economics." 


His plan would Include 400 agricul- 


tural high schools—300 for white «nrt 
100 for negroes. 
Tl would also pro- 


vide Ihat most of the 300.000 one-room 
.schools he consolidated In about 40,- 
00 rural schools. 
He continues: 


"The 
typlc.il 
consolidated 
rural 


school takes the place of six or eight 
one room schools, and 
It accommo- 


da.tcs a territory of about five square 
miles. Half a dozen wagons rinng 150 
pupils lo the five-room srhool building 
on a ten-acre school farm. 
Twenty 


or thirty of these districts make up fl 
county system In a. good agricultural 
county. 
"The principal should he n. graduate 


i of the agricultural college or the ae 
] cultural department of n. stnto normal 
I school, and should, above

NEW TYPE OF POWER BOAT FOE RIVER PLEASURE.

New Orleans, La., Dec. 13.—The busy 


saws in the mahogany mill are going 
day and night at this season of the 
year. There are seasons during which f 
•-only day runs are made, but the Strain 


is on just now, and 
the 
machinery [ 


never stops. 
During the twenty-four 


hour? 60.000 feet of lumber are cut in 
the mill. Month after month the ships 
come over; at least twenty cargoes a 
year coming to anchor beside the "gun- 
wale." 
There is no such 
thing as 


bringing the logs in ballast.' 
T-hey 


compose the ship's entire cargo. 
A 


great many ships are devoted to this 
enterprise./and to them there is no 
other object in life but to get the logs 
from the tropical ports and bring them 
to New Orleans, and unload them here, 
and go back for more. Ten million feet 
a year of mahogany comes into New 
Orleans, and is partly manufactured 
here. It is a business of no smaU Im- 
portance which has gone Its quiet'way 
for nearly a quarter of a century. 


Af one stands beside the long chute 


or gangway and watches an endless 
' chain bringing up the ponderous logs 


from the river to the mill, one has 
Btrange- fancies concerning tho wild 
forests In which those logs grew b'ut a 
little while ago. In Mexico, Honduras. 
Central America, the contractor gives 
$S for a single tree. 
This is cheap 


enough. 
One would be glad to the op- 


portunity to buy up a. whole mahogany 
••forest at that price. But it is the ex- 
pens* of getting it out that counts, and 
that makes mahogany an 
expensive 


lumber. 
It stands deep In the forest. 


In the midst of an almost impenetrable 
jungle. Th*r<i are no groves of them— 
the trees »ra scattered, perhaps nol 
mere than two to an acre. It may be 
that there Is no water course at hanc 
on which the logs can be floated' to the 
port. 
Tho tree has to be located by 


the "hunter." whose business It Is t< 
voam through the forest. In search oi 


, mahogany trees, and to blaze a waj 


to them, so that they may be fount 
again. 
Then the workmen must cut 


their laborious way to the tree, using 
for the purpose the deadly "machete.' 


The machete, turned Into a pruning 


hook, makes a very effective weapon 
however, and In the course of time tlr 
men get to the tree.

timber has to be preserved. 
At one 


time It was the law that no tree should 
be cut which squared less than eight- 
een Inches—quite a large tree, as one 
will notice—but that has become rather 
a dead letter, and trees smaller than 
this aro cut every day. Still, there is 
some effort to preserve the timber, and 
even to do an appreciable amount of 
reforestation. 
A mnn who hod A tree 


cut was. in some parts of the country, 
under obligations to plant three voting 
trees. It Is sad to relate that most of 
the contractors who sot this law aside 
altogether or who planted the trees In 
such a s«ck and indifferent manner 
that they VJted. were Americans. 
The 


trees are of very slow growth, many 
of the large trees, it Is said, bearing 
evidence of bclnp; at least 1.000 years 
old- and when there Is carelessness or 
greed In cutting It means much to the 
future of the mahogany business. 


Mad* Into F«k» Antiques.

There aro. cities which are cxcellen 


markets for worm-eaten mahogany. 
This is manufactured into • fake an- 
tiques. Very often the sap is pierced 
by a small worm, which bores Us way 
up and down and back 
and 
forth 


through the wood; and it is to this lit- 
tle worm that many a lover of curios 
owes his beautiful old antique bed- 
stead or armoir and escritoire which 
he picked up at a bargain. 


When the manufacturing-is done at 


this New Orleans mill, then a great 
scattering takes place In the product 
A good portion of tho lumber goes to 
Grand Rapids, Mich.; but there are 
other places which have large 
de- 


mands. Last month many of the finest 
logs were shipped whole to Europe; 
and there were whole logs and partly 
manufactured logs which 
went 
to 


New York and a multitude of other 
United Stktes cities. 
Chicago always 


takes large quantities of mahogany; as 
do the cities of California. There arc 
many thousands of feet which so to 
Christiana, to Stockholm, to Copen- 
hagen, to the ports of Russia, as well 
as to London and Liverpool. When the 
boards nre-fresh from the eaw they nre 
laid out In the yards to dry. and after 
three or four days the danger of mil- 
dewing or "stick-marking" 
Is past

"But In point of completeness,*' says 


Mr. Skinner, "both as regards tone 
color and volume, it will have no su- 
perior in the world, and possibly no 
equal. 
There are no compromises or 


abbreviations of any sort or descrip- 
tion. 
Several of the tone colors ap- 


pearing in this instrument are used 
for the first time in the history of 
organ building, and nothing has been 
l«?ft undone to make it a great work 


i of art." 


I 
There are persons to whom this talk 


j of "a great work of art" will mean less 
than the fact that the organ is cost- 
ing ?70.000; that it has between 6,000 
and 7,000 pipes; that the largest one 
of these Us .a great wooden conduit 32 
feet long, and that the smallest Is a 
thin reed of tin not even so large as 
a lead pencil. 


Has Two Assistants. 


Thfise are the people whoso mouths 


will open In astonishment If told that 
in reality thvee organists must work 
together to make the big Instrument 
speak. The real organist is Miles Far- 
row, but he would be .powerless with- 
out his two assistants, the same being 
a 15-horsepower olectric motor oper- 
ating the southern division of the In- 
strument and a 7^2-horsepower motor 
for the northern dfvlsion. 
These two 


divisions are placed one on either side 
of the chancel, or choir, or the Cathed- 
ral and fifty feet above the main floor. 


Each division occupies the space of 


a good-sized house, and each is packed 
with ranks on ranks of pipes, zihc. 
composition and wooden. The largest 
is the 32-foot pedal bombarde, the only 
one of its kind in the world except the 
one In the college of the city of Xew 
York. It Is said that In Westminster 
abbey thorp is an organ pipe sixty- 
four feet long, laid horizontally along 
the 
celling of 
the choir loft. 
The 


thlrty-twoi-foot pipe up at the Cathed- 
ral of ft. John the Divine gives the 
same tone because it has a slxly-four- 
foot stop. 
It Is n. curious fact that 


these square wooden organ pipes arc 
tuned to a pitch just an octave higher 
than the note they are Intended to 
give. 
A wooden plug or stop, with a 


handle on it. Is then put Into the end 
of the pipe, with the consequence that 
the pitch is lowered just one. octave. 
In this w.iy tho thirty-two-foot pipe 
is made to give the note of an un- 
stopped one sixty-four feet long.

Way. 


CHIEF FEATURE LOST 


In Use For Over 
Years. 


THE BAROMETER. 


Torrieelli invented the barometer in 


the seventeenth century. 
It was a 


tube of mercury then; in many cases 
A is a tube of mercury still.. The tube 
Is a yard Ions and about half an inch 
In diameter. It Is open at one end and 
closed at the other, and is partly filled 
with mercury. The open end dips into 
a little trough of mercury oris bent 
slightly upward in the form of a tiny 
cup. The top of the mercury column 
Is exposed to view and by means uf a 
scale alongside of the column its height 
Is read off. 
These are the essentials 


Ir/the construction of the ordinary in- 
strument. 


What is known as the wheel bar- 


ometer, so often met witli in houses, 
Is an ingenious variation of Torricelli's 
Idea.11 This barometer was invented by 
Robert Hooke, probably the greatest 
philosophical mechanic of his day. It 
is intended to indicate the 
weather 


•without observing the mercury itself. 
There is the usual tube, but bent at 
the bottom into a short leg. In this 
leg a little glass float rests up\m the 
surface of the mercury. 
A cord .at- 


tached to the float passes over a pulley. 
The pulley is furnished with a pointer 
which mover around the dial, the mov- 
ing agency being the rising or falling 
mercury, which lifts or lowers the float. 


As 
regards 
modern 
barometers, 


everybody is familiar with the aneroid 
—a very beautiful, portable and accu- 
rate Instrument Independent of a col- 
umn of mercury and the danger to 
which it is liable from spilling. The 
aneroid consists of a metal box partly 
filled with air. One face of the box is 


' corrugated and so thin that it yields 


to the variations .of the atmospheric 
pressure. Then there Is the self-reg- 
istering barometer, which writes Its 
record on pnpcr wound on a 
drum 


The drum revolves by clockwork. A 


pencil connected with the barometer 
nresses upon the revolving paper'and- 
rises and falls" with 
the 
mercury. 


When tie "mercury falls the line drawn 
by the pencil slopes Cown; when it 
rises the line 
slopes 
up.—T. .

The settlement of Zoar was founded 


In 1817 by German immigrants. These 
had separated thesclves from the es- 
tablished church of Wurtemburg and 
were therefore known ,IK separatists. 
I>Ike many sects which have come from 
the old \\jorld. they protested strongly 
against formality In religion, and, like 
many such sects, they were persecuted 
for differing from the moUier church. 


Their destination was Philadelphia, 


where they were received by the Quak- 
ers. In the party were some 300. An 
advance band of thirty pushed west- 
ward to the present site of Zoar, while 
the remainder tarried with the Quak- 
er?. 
v 


The plone'ers built log houses. 
In 


181S the remainder of the original band 
arrived on the occne and it was not 
long before a village of no .small pro- 
portions had sprung up. 
Tho town 


was named nfter the city to which Lot 
fled from Sodom nnd Gomorrah. 


The Zoarltcs acquired soon after 


their arrival 5.000 acres of land and in 
1R1D formed themselves Into tho "Sep- 
aratists Society of Zoar, Ohio." 
Jo- 


seph M. Baumoler negotiated the pur- 
chase of the land from the government, 
.obligating himself personally for the 
debt, which was to be paid in 1830. 


Baumeler was a born leader 
and 


from the beginning had 
lh<> power of 


king. All the affairs of the society 
ore placed In hl» hands and the prop- 
rty of the society was held In his 
ame. Those who entered the organ- 
za tion renounced private ownership ol 
roperty. 
They agreed that if later 


nyone should withdraw from 
the 


omunity he could not regain 
any 


roperty he had turned over to the or- 
anization. or claim compensation for 
he work he Jiad contributed.
